Its legal 
cdutiniiily has recently been established 
from the fact that a piece of property 
which the Church of Eiiglaud leased to 
the Crown, in tbe reign of King Alfred, 
for a period of ;i!)!l years, has leverteil 
to the present Church of Kiighiiid as the 
identiiMl corporation which leased the 
land, lie then pointed out that the 
IJishop uf Home, as being the lljshop of

FBIVATE INTEREHTS VS. PUB- 
LIC WELFAliE. 

Col. linker in tlio lottor which we 
publialieil yestciiliv)', loucheil upon one 
of thu evils uf the liiiiu. Thia is the 
oouaiiluriitiuii ottcu given to privatu iii- 
teresta as ugiiiust eutorpriaea calculuteil 
to promote tliu public good. When it 
ciin bo aliowu that -a project ia for the 
ganeial uolfaic, individual interests 
should bo iiiado to givo way. luatead 
of tliat apeculatora who Uavo uud« of 
tlieir owu to servo oftou succeed iu 
throwing obatacles in tlie way of meas- 
ures which, if curried out, would be of 
the greatest benefit to. the. oommuDity. 
No one doubts that ' a railway acruss 
the southern part of the province 
would be of iuiuiousa beiielit to it 
OS a whole. A raihoail from 
* Crow's Nest Pass to English Bay couhl 
not but aid wonderfully iu developing 
the resources of the province. It would 
ran through districts that cannot be 
developed except by the extouaion to 
tlieui of railway uccoinmodation. It ia 
said that the .solietne is iuipraetieablu, 
thill mi cu]n|)aiiy \\liirh dues uol poaaOJS 
unbounded lesoureus and wliich ia not 
prepared to. wait any length of time for 
returns, need attempt to build a road 
along timt i-oute. But an American 
company has olfered to Ijogiu and com 
pleto tliis unteipiise th;a certain 
croakei^ lioflaie is i in|)raotical)le. Wliy 
not give tliem leave to try ? No one 
will be hurt, except those who put th 
money , in- the undertaking, if it fail, 
and if it succeed it will confer benedts 
that are really invaluable 01 
the province. But this con 
sidenition does not .silence the 
opponents of the acheine. They will 
not allow the American (.'onipany to 
throw away their money in alteinptiny 
to carry out a scheme wiiicb they loudly 
and persistently declare to be impos- 
sible. , Why ? Is it because they love 
the American railway people so much 
that they cannot lie.ir to see them 'ose 
their money': Mui .l Ini of it. They 
would not be troubled iu the least il 

they threw V away , ship loads of it into 
the Pacific Ocean. But they " are op 
posed to allowing them to invest it in ; 
road through British Columbia, be- 
cause it will intcrfeie with littl 
schemes uf their ow n. Tliey e.xpoet to 
make a lew thuu.s,ind dollars in little 
peddling enterprises, and that is why 
they oppose the large scheme which will 
make their petty projects unnecessary, or. 
unprofitable. This is the secret of the 
opposition of A. B. C & Co. to the Brii- 
ish Coluinljiii .Suutiieiji Railroad. It 
is evident enough that they do not l)e- 
lieve in their own declarations with re 
spect to the impossibility of carryin, 
out the enterprise. Ihey believe that 
it will ifdceeeil and that it ' will ' knoolc 
their well-laid plans in the head 
Hence the opposition. 

Is there, we ask, a sane man in Brit- 
ish Columbia who has no selfish end to 
serve, who would throw the slightest 
obstacle in the way of constructing that 
Southern road. There are-' men who, 
rather than lose a chance of profit, pres- 
ent or prospective, would move heaven 
and earth to o|)pose any reform, 
matter iiow advaiilii^'edu.s it would be 
to the country at large. When it was 
proposed to run stage coaches tin turn- 
pike roads, the owners of pack-horses 
predicted the country would bo ruined. 
At a Intel- day, when men undertook 
to mriku loads on which carriages 
drawn liy sieam pou-or could nm, 
the owners of stage coaches, aided 
by the keepers of roadside iniis, set up 
a doleful ci^y and declared that the 
novation would reduce every. tra'dfiBman 
in the country to beggary. In both 
cases the opponents of progress took 
care to keep the re, il cause of their op- 
poaition in the l)aclij,'iound. 'J'liey ar- 
gued against the changes on public 
grounds. They were disinterested pa 
triots, who had the good of the nation 
at heart. It is precisely the same with 
the oppo.sitioii which has been developed 
in Ottawa against llio api)licatioii for a 
charier forihe liiitisli Coluinliia Soutli- 
ern. If llie Inilh were known it woulil 
. be found that the authors of the opposi- 
tion are men who have axes of their 
own to grind. 

Our Ottawa correspondent tells us 
that the tittftwa Citi/on ami the Mon- 
treal Oazcttc Cdiitaiii editorials denounc- 
ing the KiMileiiay railway bills as inimi- 
cal to Uritisii Columbia's intereala.

H() beli'jved that tho Provincial Legia- 
turo possessor tho power of granting tho 
charters aud that tho Dominion Parlia- 
ment has ^nothing to do with either 
granting or withholding them." 

Tho meinbefa of the British Columbia 
Board of Trade, it will he admitted, 
know, what is favornblo and what is uu- 
fuTorable to the interests of British 
Columbia ap well as the whole body of 
eastern newspaper men, and tho whole 
railway eomniittee of the House of 
Commons.

Sonne of the Ontario newspapers ap- 
pear highly pleased to see that Mr. 
McCarthy waa able to make a great di.s- 
liurhanca in Ottawa, ami that he had 
(lower enough to bring about a seriou.s 
;;iiverument»l crisis. There are times 
tvhen it does not require commanding 
ability to do great mischief. Under 
certain conditions a crank or a huiutic 
•an niako a conimotinn which thu -d le.1t 
mail find it very ditllcult to <niiiit. 
Kiel waa not a genius, and iiwviiy be- 
lieve that he was noii altogether Haue, 
yet hp 'was able to make a great dctd »f 
trouble in this Dominion, some of the 
elfecta of which are still to be 
discerned. Mr. McCarthy ia a man 
■ if education and ability. lli^ i- 
very far indeed from being a luiiatir. 
iJe found the material for an aj;ita- 
i;iou ready to his hand, and be bail 
very little difficulty in making use of it. 
He made. trouble; a man of 1<S88 ability 
might have done as much as he did. 
If matters had gone as far as he deaiied 

- if he had succeeded in bringing about 
a dis.solution, which at one time .seemed 
liivcly enough, would lie be able 
to guide the atorni he laiaed ''. Aa 
it was, he appeared to be very much in 
th;i position of a rash boy who 
sport had sot machinery moving 
wliich he was powerless to direct 
or to step. It is not Mr. M 
Cartliy's fault that the wliole 1) 
minion is not furiously .-igitated 
from pne end to the other, that races and 
creeds are not at war with each oth;r. 
What part woulil he take in the strug 
1,'le Would be devclopc iiUn a leader 
lit men and be able to briii;,' oi-di-r lait cl 
the chaos he had createil'.' We very 
much fear tluil his power tn bring about, 
a .fair and peaceful settlement would 
not bo anything like equal to lii.s ability 
to make mischief. It is e.'CceediiiLjly 
fortunate that there are wiser and iium 
patriotic men in the Dominion than .\1 r 
Dalton .McCarthy, and that lie w.is im; 
afforded the opportunity of tostiiig liir 
.ppwefs us a leader and a ruler. 
We- are greatly mistaken if he 
would not have proved to the 
world once more that it is veiy 
much easier to be a stirrer 
up of strife than a reconciler of diller- 
cuces. Those who boast now of the stir 
Mr. McCarthy has succeeded in making 
would then have to lament his utter in 
ability to repair the mischief he had 
made. As it is; it will require meti who 
l)u:!se.H3 qualities of v/hich ho bus kIiowi 
liiiiiself to be ."-adly deliciciil tn rt-stnn 
the harmony, the good fieling auil 
the niutual contiilence which he has 
been instrumental in destroying. Sir 
.John Macdonald, in our opinion, never 
had a more formidable 'adversary — one 
who has done so much to))iill down tin 
structure which he has with so luucl 
labor and such an exerci.se uf skill beei 
for j'ears building np, than this siiiiu 
Dalton McCarthy. "Even in defeat," 
one of his admirers exclaims, "he is a 
victor." That is, in u sense, true. It 
may take years to do again what he has 
undone. But it is dishearten im,' tn 
think that some of the mischii'f may be 
irreparable.

Deli 'ale ladies, whn 
resent the brutal faiiiiliariiici, '.if low- 
bred ; soldiers, are tortured in sncb a 
horrible manner that their coinpnnions, 
til escape similar treatment, kill them, 
selves. Men, rather than submit to the 
IHiiiishments and other indignities in- 
;!ictei| (in them by their ileinmiiac 
jailers, deliberately take poison. It \h 
Sidd that the IClllpelnr kllDWS linlllill;^ 

of what is going on. Tho Kiiipurnr nl 
Russia is neither deaf nor blind, lie Ik 
not Ignorant Of the working of 
Russia's cruel penal system. He kiinM'.- 
that men tru.sted witli alianlute autlKni 
ty over their follow creatures lliniisaiids 
of miles from the' '.'Beat- of government 
woulfl not be human if they did not 
ahuBo that authority. , He knows that 
under that system delicate women are 
llog(;ed until they become inseiisilile or 
■ lie under the lush. Uihe power that 
must he maintuined by such iiilinintiiiity 
worth having? We wonder if the cries of 
the sufferers arc not always in thu ears 
of the Czar, and that he does not sei 
Ihu marks of the Issh on everything 
he touches. Those who read of the 
cru.dties that are liractised by llie iii- 
sti uiiientH (if the nuiii who ia blasplieniti- 
oimly cidhiil, in hin own language, the 
Most High, need not wonder that nihil- 
ism nxists and spreads in Russia, und 
that "so possessed are tho nihilists 
by the spirit of revenge that they will 
toil patiently for years and face every 



danger to wreak their vengeance on 
those who are guilty of obueen of power 
tlmt, oven to read about, make men vdio 
have never seen F.nfwift and who do not 
kmiw a single Flussiaii, wUd with iud''.g- 
nation. How would they fuel and what 
would they- do if the victims of such 
abomidable and such wanton cruelty 
were their country inen, their friends or 
tlioir kiudrcd ? 

But there is good reason to believe 
that the Czar knows of the outrages 
that are committed in Siberia, It was 
said that when be heard of the massacre 
of prisoners at Yakoutak, he would 
punish those who wore guilty of that 
Ireadfiil atrocity. He did hear of it 
iiid what waa thu ooiiseciueiico Tlio 
man who way responsible for the luur- 
ilers, thu acting governor, Oitiisliiim, 
was promoted, and not one of the mon, 
officers or soldiers, who tofik pxrt in tho 
umssacre has liecii piiiiinhed. Tho exiles 
u been tried \>y what is called n 
court miirtinl. The juili^u.s -wero unfit 
lor their poalion, and the trial was aim- 
ply a mockery, and the consequence is 
that more murders have beuii coniniitted 
under the form of law, nnd more woincii 
ud<i to suffer punishment that must lio 
111 them iiitulornlile. The e.vcuao that is 
made for the Russian govorinncut ia 
that it would never dp lo let the people 
believe that the administration cau do 
wrong. Brutes and tyrants like Gov- 
ernor Ostasliine must be upheld in their 
isaertion of authority, 110 iniittur what 
itrocitii's they may cuiiuiiit. If they 
are punished, peoplo wc^uld lose their re- 
spect for authority, and it would be im- 
possible to govern the country. All end 
will come to this iniquitous system some 
time.

Thi.s did I'nt iiieiid matter.^, 
for it is not a .sii;ii i>f inanliiie.ss to aliiise 
men beliiiiil thr'ir bark.s. President 
ICIiot must lia\e liei'ii very unfiirtuiiate 
,11 hi..* expel ieiicii of reporters, for there 
,iri' lining duty on tho newspapers as re- 
piirteis many men who ate to the full as 
.ible aud us honoraVile as he is himself. 
.Men who occupy chairs in the univor- 
sities, seats on the bench, iiiiil those 
who |irearh fniiii tlie pulpits in ..\iiierica 
did work, and good work too, us le- 
porters. Many of the ablest atatesmeii 
on the continent have sefved an 
apprenticeship on the press. There 
are, no doubt, men of bad character 
Mild loose |irineiiilis nii the slalFs of 
newspapers, hut siu li iiii..:i ire not con- 
lined to the jiumi.distie pnifeasion. it 
is unjust ill the extreme, besides un- 
philosophical, to judge a whole class 
iir'~'" a profession by a lew 
bad men who may happen 
to belong to it. .Silly women iin<l 
idiotic men are prone to imike geiieriili. 
.atiou of this kiiiil, but a Harvard I'ro- 
les.Mir does nut beluii^' ti) either chiss. 
Kven professors are iini. alwitya wihre n'ld 
.;ood. Drunkards and thieves and <Uad 
licats, and worsfi have been found 
.imong thein, yet no one is so stupid as 
to conclude that professors ire all bad 
aien. Wo have noliiied that newspaper 
repoiters have many eiieiiiies -- tliat 
ihere aie somo men who never have a 
L'ood word to say of them.

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ftlCHARD III UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 

Booth Iliid tu 3tlck tho UIIIh Itocau/ne the 
ItlU Fo«ten UTiiiik Dp tlio PaHto, 

One night recently Edwin Booth sat 
down to a cozy little Bupf/sr wtli 
nmuuger Dan Frohman, of .tho Ly- 
ceum, and actor Edward Sothom, and 
duringr the little supper the conversa- 
tion canio around to Mr. Booth's expe- 
riences as n luaiingcr, and in answer 
to n question Mr. HooLli gave a quaint 
litllo bit of autobiogrnpliy wliich was 
too good to keep, mid tho story is go- 
ing tho rounds among tho profession. 

"About my (ir.st experience as a 
manager," said Mr. Booth, "was in 
the year 1854. I and four others were 
on our way to Australia to flll a pro- 
fessional engagement Two of llio 
party wcro D. C. .tVndorson and his 
wife. We were in a slow old sailing 
shiji, and wo were compelled to stop 
at tho Sandwich Islands for supplies 
and to iiiako some repairs to the ship. 
We found, to our surprise, that Hono- 
lulu had a rude sort of theatre, and as 
•we were to" bo detained there for sev- 
eral days we thought wo might earn a 
few dollars by giving a perl'ornianca 
We were told that tho Idug— Kaino- 
nameha, I think his royal iiaino was 
— was an enlightened liioiiareh, who 
had visited Europe and come back 
with a great admi^tionforthe. drama, 
and that he woiili 
izo our performanceT 

"Wo determined to give 'Bichard 
in,' and I was elected manager. Now, 
the full strength of tho company was 
' exactly five, and there are about 
twenty-five ])arts iu tho tragedy, as 
you know, to say nothing of tho lords 
and ladies of tho courts, citizens, mur- 
derers, nie.ssenger.s and tlio two armies 
of Glosterand Richmond. So you can 
undei'stand that tho manager had no 
easy task cf it. I was to play Richard, 
and by an ingenious scheme of doub- 
ling up, by which eacb of tho others 
was to play at least two part.s, wo man- 
ai;i'd to arrange for somo sort of a por- 
forniaiKH! until I suddenly discovered 
tliat 1 had no Lady Anno. Mrs. An- 
derson was till! only ludy in our com- 
panv, and she had to tlo two parts— 
the Duchess of York and Elizabeth. 

"I was almost in despair until I 
learned that there was a white man in 
the town who, as I was told, had once 
been an actor in a humble way and 
would bo glad to help us out, and that 
as ho was an under sized man he might 
do to dress up as a woman. So I sent 
for liini. 

"Meantime I had another trouble. 
Wo had some bills 'printed' with a 
brush and marking ink, and I sent 
some natives out tobill the town. But 

Hour was entirely too scarce and high 
priced in thcSandwich islands to make 
jiasto of, and as a substitute I was ad- 
vised to buy som(3 stuff called poi poi, 
the sticky juice of some tropical plant 
of which it appears tho natives make 
an into.xicatiiig drink. I innocently 
■ gave this alulY to tho bill stickers. 

"J]ut the rascallv natives, instead of 
using the stull'asi liad intended, drank 
up all the paste, got drunk, and didn't 
post a bill 1 At the last moment I had 
to take a ])ail and brush and a bundle 
of bills and go through tho town pyst- 
ing the bills my.self. 

"The now member of tho company 
who ^vas to do Lady Anno almost gave 
me a spasm when I saw him. He was 
about four feet high, a stumpy fellow 
\vith bandy legs, cross eyed, and with 
all his front teeth gone. lie chewed 
tobacco fui'iously, and ho sijoko with 
a German accent. His only know- 
ledge of the stag('])i'oved to have come 
from once working sis a 'grip' behind 
tho scenes of somo theatre in 'the 
States.' 

"But there was no help for it, and I 
had to engage him, idfter exacung Ids 
solemn promise that he would never 
forgot that ho was a royal princess of 
England, and not squirt tobacco juice 
over tho stage during the play. 

"I shall n(!vcr forget that ptrforra- 
auco of 'Eichard lU.' Its like was 
never seen before nor since. The two 
English armies were made upof patira 
Sandwich islandei-s, and to see the fol- 
lowers of Hichardand of Richmond 
fighting tho battle of Bosworth Field 
in burnt cork was something 'never 
beforrj attemjitcd on any st^igo.' 

"But tho LidyAimoI 1 regret to 
say that her appearance when made 
up was somettnng worse than gro- 
. tesquo. If she had been homely iu 
man's attire she was hideous in skirts, 
and when I had ma^e ardent love to 

her as 

" 'Sweet saint!' — 'divine jjcrfection 
of ;i woman fairer than tongia; can 
name thee,' and tell her of lier 'beauty 
which did haunt ine in myslee]),'! 
thouglitl should burst with inortitiea- 
tiou, for her bandy legged waddle, 
l.er cros.s eyed .leer, ihor . toothless 
mouth and Gorman accent were some- 
thing indescrihablo. And, horror of 
liorrorsl while sla; stood mtan'ning at 
her dead husband's bier, her ladyship 
had broken liers(jlcmn ])ledgo and was 
actually chewing tobaceul 

"Oh, there never was such a per- 
formance as that! We shortened tho 
play a great jdeal and left a good deal 
to tho imagination of tho audience, 
bat I was in a cold perspiration until 
it was over. But our audience was 
good naturi-d and by no means criti- 
cal. \\'(! had a big house' and tiiey 
seemed -ivcll pleased." 

"But there was a curious sequel to 
tho performance," added Mr. Booth. 
"After tho play, while I was dre.s.,ing, 
King Kamehameha was tishered into 
my room. He proved to be a very 
pleasant, wellinformed gentleman. Ho 
had boon educated ia Euroi)e and had 
traveled extonsivi.'ly. He .spoke kind- 
ly of our Kichard, and ho surprised me 
greatly by e.xeliiiniing, as he'patted 
mo famili;irly on tho back: 

_"Mi'. Boolli, ] saw your father piny 
Eichard in New York twenty years 
ago."— New York Herald.
